NORFOLK JUDGE SPEAKS 

Law Enforcement Officers 
Urged to Lend Full Coop- 
eration to Educational Sys- 
tem lit Schools 



Chairmen of Beards of Super- 
visors of the counties in Virginia 
today were requested to seek 
county appropriations to send 
trial justices and commonwealth's 
attorneys of their i respective 
counties to Norfolk on June 3 and 
4 to attend the fourth annual Vir 
ginia State-Wide Safety Confer- 
ence. The request was made by 
Colonel Marion S. Battle, execu- 
tive chairman of the Conference 
in a letter which stated that Gov 
ernor Price, who is general chair 
man, has expressed the hope that 
aU state officers who are interest 
ed in .accident prevention and who 
possibly can should attend. 

Colonel Battle pointed out that 
6,333 of the 13,414 accidents tak- 
ing place in Virginia occurred in 
the counties and that 684 of the 
786 deaths resulting were from 
county accidents. He also point- 
ed out that 4,990 of the 8,065 in- 
jured in accidents were Injured 
in the counties. Total property 
damage resulting from street and 
highway accidents was placed at 
$1,579,554. Of this figure the 
damage done in the counties to- 
taled $1,159,602. 

Fewer Accidents 

"Progress has been made in the 
elimination of accidents," Colonel 
Battle wrote, "and if we are to 
continue such progress it is not' 
only necessary that law enforce- 
ment officers in the state con- 
tinue to lend their fuU individual 
cooperation in the movement, but 
we must be thinking of and work-

Prom Darkness To Light 

In opening her address Miss 
Williams said that her return to 
America was like "coming from 
darkness into light", pointing out 
that the freedom of action and 
state of mind of our people was 
in such severe contrast to the con- 
dition of oppression, mental fear 
and enforced ignorance of the 
masses in Japan, that she found 
it difficult to adjust herself upon 
her return to this country. Such 
strict military censorship exists 
there that the people of that is- 
land empire dare not so much 
as speak of the operations of their 
army in China. 

In explaining the present day 
attitude of the people of Japan, 
Miss Williams drew attention to 
the fact that first of all the Jap- 
anese are a nation of imitators, 
and that when we realise that 
their modern history traces back 
only about three quarters of a 
century, and that prior to that 
their people had endured cen- 
turies of feudal conditions, their 
apuarent thirst for conquest to 
the far east, is really but a mani- 
festation of their genius for imita- 
tion. They are now doing what 
they have observed the nations of 
the western world do on number- 
less occasions.

WHEN JACKSON FELL 



ft was seventy-five years ago, 
three quarteis of a century as this 
is written, that Thoma* Jonathon 
Jackson, fell mortally wounded at 
the hands of his own men. Pickets 
mistook a group of staff officers, 
who accompanied Jackson on a 
reconnoitering mission beyond the 
lines, and fired at close range to 
Inflict' the most costly loss that 
the welfare of the southern cause 
had yet received. By a strange 
twist of fate, the leader whose 
military genious had made pos- 
sible the victory of that day, over 
m force twice as large as his own, 
was laid low by the men who had 
so gallantly carried out his orders 
to accomplishing that victory. It 
was at Chancellorsville, on a warm 
May night, early in the campaign 
of '63 that death came to Stone- 
wall Jackson. 

As he lay wounded with death 
approaching, the Army of North- 
ern Virginia, carried on to full ac- 
complishment the victory which 
be had so gloriously started, and 
three days later. General Hooker, 
withdraw in disorder from the 
field.

Lee said, "Could I have directed 
events, I should have chosen for 
the good of the country, to have 
been disabled to your stead. I con- 
gratulate you upon the victory 
which is due to your skill and 
energy." 

Twenty years ago this month, 
there occurred in Goundrecourt, 
France another tribute to Jack- 
eon, which shows the regard of 
military men the world over for 
bis accomplishments. The writer 
was present at a military lecture 
given to young American officers 
designed to to give them the bene- 
fltof the experience which their 
allies had obtained from the early 
years of the war. A British 
Brigadier General, whose name 
has long ago passed from recollec- 
tion, was speaking on some war 
topic when he arrived at a point 
to his lecture where it suited him 
to draw a comparison with Jack- 
eon's Valley Campaign, and he 
'digressed from his subject to pay 
tribute to Jackson and Lee. Dur- 
ing the remainder of the lecture 
' period he never returned to the 
■abject of the war, being fought 
not thirty miles away, but devoted 
every minute to the most lavish 
Braise of Stonewall Jackson, as 
■in and soldier. He stressed the

62.7 years. Approximately the 
same relationship holds in the 
colored race, with a life expect- 
ancy of 47.5 years for males and 
49.5 for females. Women live us- 
ually about four years longer 
than they did ten years ago, while 
men have made a gain in long- 
evity of only about two and a 
half years. 

Female mortality is much lower 
than male. In Virginia during 
1936, the death rate per 1.000 for 
males was 14.3 and only 11.9 a- 
mong females. Mortality tables 
show that almost all of the vari- 
ous causes of death, common to 
both sexes, take a higher toU of 
men than of women. During the 
past three years in Virginia, ven- 
ereal diseases and stomach ulcere 
caused mere than twice as many 
mate deaths as female— with al- 
coholism and cirrhosis of the Uver 
in the ratio of 4 to 1. The 
causes of significant frequency 
producing a higher female mor- 
tality were diabetes, exopthalmlc 
goiter and cancer. 

Maternity, of course, contri- 
butes to a high death rate among 
women in the child-bearing per- 
iod, but does not offset the excess 
of male mortality over female, 
even in this age group. 

Violent deaths, including acci- 
dents, suicides and homicides 
cause three times as many fata-

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The growing im por tanc e of the 
borrowers character was listed as 
an outstanding development in 
the field of home-mortgage tend- 
ing today by Dr. J. Blon Philip- 
son, economist of the Federal 
Housing Administration 

Tracing the relationship of 
housing outlays to incomes in the 
current issue of the Insured Mort- 
gage Portfolio, official publica- 
tion of the Administration, Dr. 
Phillpson said there had been an 
expansion of analyses of mort- 
gage risk to Include not only such 
time-honored factors as the phys- 
ical security back of the mortgage 
and the loan-to-value ratio but 
numerous other factors which 
contribute to delinquency and 
foreclosure losses. 

"This broadening of the field of 
interest In mortgage financing 
and in the elements of mortgage 
risk has at once grown out of and 
necessitated the investigation of 
many elements hitherto overlook 
ed or considered of little or no 
significance," Dr. Phillpson said. 

"More and more, for example, 
these Investigations have pointed 
to the Importance of the borrower 
in relation to the mortgage pat- 
tern." 

The writer declared no mort- 
gage Is unsafe as long as the mak- 
er of it is willing and able to keep 
it current. 

"This simple truth is becoming 
a guiding principle in modem 
home-mortgage lending: That, 
while a mortgage may be safe as 
to principal In spite of delinqu- 
ency and default, no mortgage Is 
willing and able to keep it cur- 
rent," he declared. 

"The borrower's integrity his 
honesty, his credit rating, attitude 
toward obligations, and his f inan- 1 



borrower's ability to 
the relation between his 
payments and his income- 
comes of prime importance, 

Dr. _ Phillpson declared that 
mortgage tenders must Judge each 
case on its own merit and that in 
doing so he must consider the 
number of dependents in the bor- 
lower's family, his other obliga- 
tions, and such additional fac- 
tors as may dimmish the margin 
between the applicant's income 
and outlays. 

The writer deplored the lack of 
a background of recorded experi- 
ences to serve the lender as a 
bench mark" in Ids attempts to 
judge the highest relation between 
the borrower's contemplated out- 
lays for his home and his annual 
income. He said the need for tins 
type of information has given rise 
to a series of statistical investiga- 
tions into the relationship of 
housing expenditures and family 
income in various cities which had 
proved of value to mortgage tend- 
ers as starting points in Judging 
individual cases. He observed, 
however, the results of these 
studies thus far are only frag- 
mentary.

For Painting 



Brick houses do not require spe- 
cial treatment when they are re- 
painted. They usually receive 
and hold for years any paints de- 
signed for use on wood or cement 

The first step should be to point 
up the structure if mortar between 
the bricks Is crumbling. Efflor- 
escence of water-soluble salts 
often appears on unpalnted brick 
structures. These salts are main, 
ly compounds of calcium brought 
to the surface by absorbed rain, 
water. Before painting the wall 
the efflorescence should be re- 
moved by dry brushing or by 
scrubbing with water. 

Before painting, new brick 
buildings should be allowed to dry 
for several months. The priming

' contain a very substantial amount 
of hlghgrade exterior spar varnish

Chimneys may 
be cleaned of soot with a few 
bricks or rocks in a sack at the 
end of a long rope. Furnaces, 
stoves, and stovepipes properly to. 
stalled and inspected regularly 
reduce a common cause of fire. 

A system of grounded conduct- 
ors gives protection against light- 
ning. Carelessness In handling 
lamps and lanterns. In disposing 
of ashes, in storing and handling 
gasoline and kerosene, and in al- 
lowing rubbish to accumulate 
where it becomes a fire hazard 
accounts for many farm fires. In 
building, closing all open spaces 
in hollow walls at each floor line 
of the home keeps a fire from 
spreading quickly from one story 
to another. 

The U. 8. engineers report that 
many serious rural fires have been 
averted because ladders were at 
band and water or fire extinguish- 
ers were available. The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has recently 
revised its Farmers' Bulletin on 
"Fire Safeguards for the Farm."

Tt will not be many weeks until 
a definite number of Virginians 
win be sneezing, wheeling and to 
other ways evidencing- that they 
are victims of so-called hay fever. 
Many of these persons, either be- 
cause of ignorance or carelessness 
wul endure their affliction, bol- 
stered only by the distant hope of 
the 'faU frost' which win mark 
the end of their ordeal for this 
year. On the face of it. these aner- 
gics have a rather hard row to 
hoe. However, for many of them, 
this situation could he altered 
most favorably,'' states Dr. I. C. 
Riggin, State Health Commission- 
er. 

"indeed, science has developed 
a successful method of combating 
many forms of this seas on al af- 
fliction. For persons who possess 
this unusual sensitiveness to the 
pollens of certain plants, weeds, 
grasses and trees serums have 
been developed to counteract it. 

"Before this type of treatment 
can be effective it is essential that 
the particular pollen causing the 
disturbance be discovered. Guess 
work plays no part in this investi- 
gation. The physician will make 
simple and painless tests with ex- 
tracts of pollens that are suspect 
ed of causing the trouble. By way 
of a needle prick a minute portion 
of each of the pollens under sus- 
picion is placed under the skin 
And that extract which generates 
a slight local reaction points to 
the offender. Inoculation of that 
type of serum then is administer 
ed. 

"The potency of this treatment 
depends upon its use prior to the 
pollen season. Immunity must be 
established early. Bodily reactions 
to this type of therapy are slow 
In fact, some months, involving 
several treatments at Intervals, 
are required. 

"While this preventive is not 
effective in all cases, the percent 
age of successes has been sufficl 
ently high for every hay fever 
sufferer to give it a fair chance. 
In some patients, the result while 
not totally satisfactory has notice 
ably reduced the suffering. 

"However, the point is that to 
rout hay fever, time must be tak- 
en by the forelock, the condition 
anticipated, and the preventive 
measures applied early. Later, de. 
cidedly, is too late."

work. The object of the projects 
in agriculture is for the boy to 
own it, manage it, and receive the 
benefits from it. Thus the boys 
earn much of their spending 
money. 

Besides the classroom learning 
and work carried on at home, the 
boys taking vocational agriculture 
have a period of about two weeks 
out of every six weeks period in 
the shop, where they gain knowl- 
edge and use of tools and machin- 
ery that will be of valuable use in 
later years, no matter what voca- 
tion or type of business they fol- 
low. 

in carrying out the projects 
that the boy takes In vocational 
agriculture he keeps an accurate 
and careful record on each pro- 
ject, as to the number of hours 
devoted to the enterprise, the ex- 
penses, and receipts. This gives 
each bby a knowledge of farm 
bookkeeping, which is needed on 
every farm if it is to be success- 
ful. 

List of Projects 

During my first year I carried 
as my projects: (1) one acre corn 
making a net profit of $9.55; (2) 
1 pig— net profit of $10.00 and 
(3) one acre soy beans as soil 
improvers which gave a net pro- 



fit of $1.30 making of total of 
$20.85 from my first year's enter- 
prises. 

The second year I carried as my 
projects (1) 2 acres of com — net 
profit of $28.85; (2) I brood sow- 
net profit of $26.10.10; (3) 100 
baby chicks— net profit of $5.20; 
(4) 7 pigs for meat— not profit 
of $28.50 making a total of $88.65 
for my net profit the second year. 

The third year I carried as my 
projects the following— showing 
the net profit of each. (1) 4 acres 
corn— net profit $21.99; (2) 1 acre 
sweet potatoes — not profit $11.82; 
(3) 1 Brood sow— net profit 
$58.75; (4) 14 pigs for meat — net 
profit $13.25 making a total of 
$79.31 for the year's work. 

Prom these profits and a little 
outside work I have been able to 
buy all my books and clothes while 
going to school, besides having 
spending money of my own, which 
is a benefit to every boy. In clos- 
ing may I say that I have receiv- 
ed more benefit from agriculture 
than any other subject that I 
have taken up during my four 
years in high school.

Virginia's team made a credit- 
able showing in the national con. 
test, placing first in the Jersey 
class, and eleventh in the entire 
dairy contest. In the milk contest, 
her team placed seventh in the 
nation. 

During their stay in Kansas 
City, the Virginia delegation had 
as its headquarters the Hotel Bal- 
timore, arriving there Saturday 
night, October 16, after a two days 
journey on a special coach from 
Christiansburg, Va. Included in 
the delegation were sixty F. F. A. 
boys with their advisors, making 
one of the largest delegations in 
the whole National Convention. 

For the first time in the history 
Of the F. F. A.'s, Virginia has the 
honor of having America's Star 
Farmer, a degree awarded to but 
one boy in the whole nation each 
year. (Robert Lee Bristow, of 
Church Point, Va., received this 
degree as America's Star. Farmer, 
and $500 in cash. 

Livestock Show • 

During the same week that the 
National Convention of F. F. A.'s 
met, the American Royal Livestock 
Show was also in session, and all 
the F. F. A. judging was conduct- 
ed in the American Royal Judg- 
ing Arena. 

These shows, which were put on 
by the A. R., were a treat within 
themselves, and included show- 
ings of all kinds of livestock, in- 
cluding draft horses, race horses 
and sheep. 

The National Horse and Mule 
Pulling Contests was held held at 
this show and was of particular 
Interest to the farm boys. 

In the morning the animals 
were judged in the main arena by 
the Future Farmers, while in the 
middle of the day they were judged 
by official judges,* and In the 
afternoon they were shown in the 
ring to the public. Much interest 
.was shown in beef cattle, as that 
part of the country is noted for its 
beef. Saddle horse shows were 
featured on the program every 
day. 

Sight Seeing * 

While at Kansas City, the party 
went on numerous sight seeing 
tours of the city; included in these 
was a trip to the Swift Packing 
Co., where they saw the complete 
process from the killing to the 
packing of the meat. 

All the- meetings of the national 
convention were held in the Muni- 
cipal Auditorium. This ten story 
building covered a large city\ 
block. This building contained 
several small meeting room*r"a 
large music hall which is consider- 
ed the finest in the world; two 
large exhibition halls, one of 
whin has a four-acre floor space, 
and a large arena or indoor sta- 
dium. The arena, which is 96 feet 
from the floor to the ceiling, is 
the third largest in the world, and 
has a seating capacity of 15,000 
people. i 

In the main Arena, the aousic 
hall, the theaters, and the large 
committee rooms, it is possible to 
assemble and seat 40,000 persons 
at one time. Because of the ar- 
rangement of exit faculties, these 
crowds could be discharged into 
the streets in about minutes. The 
entire building is completely air- 
conditioned. 

Marcus reported on his return 
home that words could not des- 
cribe this 12-day trip, that the 
average F. F. A. member could not 
visualize what a trip like this real- 
ly is, but it should be the aim of 
each boy to win such a trip and 
see for himself all of these wond- 
erful sights. 
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NYA activity, the other two being 
the college program and the work 
projects for youth no longer in 
school. 

Mr. Oliver accounted for the 
high school increase by saying 
that the money allotted for the 
first half of the session was not 
entirely used up and has been 
made available to youth applying 
for work during the present half- 
session. Another factor is the prac- 
tice of giving work to' two students 
at $3 a month rather than paying 
one student the maximum of $6 a 
month. 

" Money to finance the school 
program was originally estimated 
at $131,250, but recently a reduc- 
tion of $17,500 was effected. The 
total amount being spent this year 
is $24,448 less than that spent in 
1936-37 as the original appropria- 
tion was smaller. At present the 
NYA employs students in 687 Vir- 
ginia high schools of which one 

third are Negro schools.

Correct Lighting A 
Health Protection 

Correct lighting in the home 
plays an important part in main- 
taining the health of the family.

Dark, gloomy days may be 
painted away, and with proper 
lighting the surroundings can as- 
sume a cheerful, stimulating at- 
mosphere. 

Loans to "finance new lighting 
systems or to redesign old ones 
may be obtained under the Prop- 
erty Improvement Credit Plan of 
the Federal Housing Administra- 
tion at reasonable cost.

Here are three stories which il- 
lustrate the three types of bene- 
fits : 

Va) Mary Johnson works in a 
shirt factory, five years or more, 
after the last day of 1936. She 
works in the factory part of each 
of these years and in that time is 
paid $2,000, or more. Then she 
reaches the age of 65 and quits 
work in the factory. For the rest 
of her life she will receive a Gov- 
ernment check every month in 
payment of her old-age monthly 
retirement benefits. 

(b) Now suppose Jane Gray 
works in a factory two years after 
1936 and before she reaches the 
age of 65. After she reaches the 
age of 65 she will receive a lump- 
sum payment of old-age insur- 
ance, amounting to 3 Va percent 
of all wages she was paid by the 
factory during those two years. 
And she will get that lump-sum 
payment whether she quits work 
or not. 

(c) Suppose Linda Marsh is 
employed In a drygoods store sev- 
eral years after 1936. Then she 
dies beiole she reaches the age of 
65 and, of course, before she re- 
celves any of her old-age Insur- 
ance benefits. What happens? Re- 
latives or her estate will receive a 
lump-sum payment amounting to 
3Va percent of all the wages she, 
was paid, by the store, after the 
last day of 1936. 

Men or women, who have reason 
to believe that they are entitled 
to lump-sum payments f o old- 
age insurance, should write or call 
at the nearest office of the Soc- 
ial Security Board.

Anne County Agricul- 
tural Board, officers for the year 
lfM were elected and Installed to 
office. J. N. Baxter was elected 
President B. W. Shelton, Jr., vice- 
president and I. 8. Wise, secre- 
tary. 

Prior to the election of officers, 
the Board members heard W. W. 
Eure of the State Agricultural 
Board explain the purposes of the 
meeting and proceeded to recom- 
mend certain changes in quotas 
set by the 1937 committee. Among 
other things it was decided that 
the five thousand acres to be tak- 
out of farms before 1950 had 
already been accomplished due to 
the acquisition of lands in the 
county by the Federal Oame Pre- 
serve and the State Seashore 
Park, and that no further recom- 
mendation of this character would 
be made at this time. 

Cover Crops Recommended 
It was the opinion of the Board 
that more winter cover crops were 
needed in the county, and all 
farmers were urged to plant as 
much acreage of summer legumes 
for green manure purposes as 
possible. It was suggested that 
all land be planted to winter cover 
crops that is not used for vege- 
table crops. 

The Board agreed that acre- 
age of small grain is on the in- 
crease in the county, and that the 
goal set for i960 had been 
reached, but that there should be 
further encouragement along this 
line in order that sufficient seed 
might be harvested for winter 
cover crops. Wheat acreage was 
cut 30 per cent and added to the 
area to be planted to oats or 
barley. 

Potato Acreage Correct 

It was the opinion of the mem- 
bers that the Irish potato acre- 
age was correct for the county', but 
that error had been made in cutt- 
ing the sweet potato acreage.. Ac- 
cordingly a 10 per cent increase 
added to the recommendation 
for this crop. The fact was 
brought out at the meeting, that 
the seeming increase in other 
vegetable crops, as shown in the 
1037 report, was misleading due 
to the fact that double crapping 
Is practiced, and that fact was 
not shown by the previous census. 
The 1937 chart was corrected to 
care for this apparent increase. 
, The need for better hog pastures 
was recognized and it was recom- 
mended that seeding with lespe- 
desa be done to accomplish this

Warned All Can 
Have Inspect!* 
Stamps June First; Items 
Listed to be Checked 



Car inspection, now being 
carried on by official Inspection 
stations, must be completed be- 
fore June 1st, the Division of 
Motor Vehicles warned today. Be- 
ginning May 1st with some sta- 
tions working on Sunday, the in- 
spection of the four hundred 
thousand vehicles In the State Is 
proceeding slowly. This is expect- 
ed to pick up after the fifteenth, 
however, and by the end of the 
month it will be hard to find an 
inspection station not busy. Own- 
ers were urged, therefore, to have 
their cars inspected now. 

The Division pointed out that 
while inspections are held only 
twice a year, in May and October, 
it was the responsibility of the 
owner to see that his vehicle was 
safe every day in the year. Many 
large fleet owners inspect their 
Vehicles as often as once a week, 
and many once a day. Brakes wear 
out, head-lights become out of 
focus and improperly aimed, 
bushings wear, and light bulbs 
bum out. For your own protection 
as well as that of the other drivers 
on the road, see that your car is 
in good condition every day, the 
Division advises. 

What Mast Be Done 

Instructions have been Issued 
to all Inspection stations to check 
cars according to the following 
schedule, it was announced: 

1. Remove the old inspection 
sticker. 

2. Inspect headlights for focus, 
aim, and general condition, re- 
moving unapproved or 60 c. p. 
bulbs. 

3. Inspect other lights on the 
vehicle, such as tall, stop, fog, 
ditch, and spot lights, removing 
all unapproved equipment and 50 
c. p. bulbs, and checking for good 
operation. Inspect trucks and 
buses for clearance lamps, requir- 
ing amber front clearance lamps 
on all vehicles required to have 
clearance lamps. 

4. Inspect windshield for cracks 
or defects, passing only if diffu- 
sion is less than 3 inches from 
base and rejecting two or more 
cracks. Reject cars with stickers 
on windshields or rear glass, and 
with broken front door glass. 

5. Inspect windshield wiper for 
good operation. 

6. Inspect horn for sound audi- 
ble 300 feet. 

7. Inspect rear view mirror, re- 
jecting discolored, broken, or bad- 
ly placed mirrors. 

0. Jack up the front end of 
the vehicle and inspect for worn 
bushings, kingpins, or tie rod 
ends. Check steering wheel for ex- 
cessive play. Reject front tires 
that cause bad steering. 

9. Inspect brakes for equaliza- 
tion, pedal reserve, and stopping 
distance from a speed of 20 m. p. 
hr. by actually driving at that 
speed. Inspect hand brake in same 
way. 

10. Inspect license plates for 
proper fastenings, and for visi- 
bility. Move plates hidden behind 
bumper brackets. 

11. If rejected, place rejection 
sticker on the windshield. 

12. If passed, place approval 
sticker on windshield in lower 
right hand corner.

Secretary Approves 

The proposed marketing agree- 
ment has been tentatively ap- 
proved by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture, following a series of IT 
public hearings held recently In 
the 13 early and intermediate 
states at which producers and 
handlers discussed the proposed 
program. 

Growers will indicate in the re- 
ferendum whether they favor is- 
suance of an order binding all 
handlers in the designated areas 
to the terrasandjfionditions of the 
proposed marketing agreement 
program. The agreement has been 
submitted to handlers for their 
signature. 

Under the provisions of the 
Marketing Agreement Act, the 
Secretary of Agriculture may issue 
an order if two-thirds of the pro- 
ducers, by number or by volume, 
voting in the referendum, favor or 
approve the issuance of such an 
order and handlers of 50 percent 
of the volume of potatoes shipped 
have signed the marketing agree- 
ment. If producers approve the 
issuance of an order and suffi- 
cient handlers do not sign, the 
order, making the marketing 
agreement binding on all handl- 
ers concerned, may be issued by 
the Secretary, with the approval 
of the President. 

Program Ontlined 

The program as tentatively ap- 
proved for the 13 early and inter- 
mediate states would prohibit the 
shipment in interstate commerce 
of potatoes of lower grade than 
U. S. No. 2 and of smaller size 
than one and one-half inches in 
diameter. It would also permit 
further limitations on the ship- 
ment of other small or inferior 
quality potatoes from any area 
upon the recommendation of the 
local committee, if approved by 
the Secretary. During; any period 
when control measures are opera- 
tive for any area, Federal-State 
inspection would be required on 
interstate shipments.

NAVAL SECURITY 



Those whose recollections ex- 
tend as far back as the World War 
and the peace pacts which came 
into being as an aftermath of it, 
have lived to see the inception of 
and the complete breakdown of 
the scheme of collective security. 
Jt was designed to rid the world of 
the menace of war, but it has 
hopelessly failed. The League of 
nations set up in the establish- 
ment of peace which terminated 
the "war to end wars", has ap- 
parently become impotent through 
the deflection Of first one nation 
end then another. Our own failure 
to enter that body started it off 
on its mission as a weak agency 
for the accomplishment of the 
purpose for which it was designed. 
Today we see the peace of the 
world menaced by aggressor na- 
tions contemptlous of the League, 
and all other restraining influ- 
ences and obligations. It is safe 
to say that the danger of a world 
conflict is greater today than ex- 
isted at the beginning of the last 
war. This condition brings us face 
to face with the same problem 
with which we were confronted 
twenty-four years ago. Lack of 
-preparedness made it necessary 
for us to become involved before, 
and he is a bold (or reckless) 
thinker who assumes that it will 
not lead to the same end again, 
once hostilities have started on a 
large scale. Yet we find men in 
fiigh places who are opposed to 
•dequate protection for our coun- 
try. Both Senators Ney and 
Tandenberg are bitterly opposed 
to the naval expansion bill now 
pending in the Congress, and 
many others seem to feel that we 
would be justified in approaching 
the present menace with the hope 
that by some good fortune we may 
escape, the logical consequences 
of lack of preparedness. 

The many things that have 
.happened in recent years, namely 
the rape of Ethiopia, the bbla 
entry into the Spanish war by 
Italy and others, the Austrian 
coup of the past several weeks, 
the Japanese invasion of China, 
combine to leave small justifica- 
tion for those who argue that a 
email army and navy are the best 
means of avoiding war. We do not 
suppose that vety many of the 
no-called pacifists would feel that 
we should permit the absorbtion 
of our country by other nations 
who may attempt it or its equiva- 
lent. 

That being the case, our only 
protection is to be adequately 
armed. The United States wants 
no pert of war, but while human 
nature remains what it is and the 
creed of nations continues to ex. 
1st, our best guarantee of peace. 
Is an adequate navy. The day may 
come when we will be involved 
again In a major war, but we can 
be sure that that day is as far 
removed in proportion as we have 
an army and a navy capable of 
guaranteeing the peace we all 
desire. To be sure it would be 
ancn better if all that we had to 
do to secure peace was to wish 
far ft. But having lived through 
the World War, and more recently 
the menacing months on end, that 
Rave brought crisis after crisis, 
can we waft longer for the situa- 
tion to, develop, that every true 
amiiiliin wishes to avoid? Much

Time was, in the distant long 
ago when the Virginia gentlemen 
who lived a broad life on broad 
acres in Tidewater, owned and 
backed with his money his blooded 
horses. Tradition tells of matched 
races between fine thoroughbreds 
which were made the object of 
much Interest and large wagers. 
But since that long gone day, and 
until comparatively recently, fine 
horses were a rarety In this sec- 
tion. This is not the case today. 

Within the memory of the older 
residents of the county, horse 
shows were held In an old building 
constructed for that purpose on 
Mariner's Race Track in Norfolk. 
We recall that a high light of one 
of these performances was the 
breaking of the then existing 
world's high jump record by a fine 
performer named Heatherbloom. 
At that time many of the entries 
of the Madison Square Garden 
Show moved In on Norfolk, bag 
and baggage. This was during and 
lmmedately following the James- 
town Exposition. Shortly there- 
after this old building was re- 
moved and from that time until 
the first Cavalier Horse Show, 
there were few if any such per- 
formances hereabouts. Which 
brings us to the point that in the 
short space of nine years, there 
has been developed in the com- 
munity, and centering In this 
county, an Interest in fine horses 
that is amazing. Today, blooded 
brood mares, with fine young 
colts at heel, may be seen grazing 
in the paddocks here and there, 
and groomed for show perfor- 
mance the mature animals fill 
many fine barns from one of the 
county to the other. 

Last week witnessed the ninth 
annual Cavalier Horse Show, and 
this week-end will see a renewal 
of the Tidewater Show at Caro- 
lanne Farms. The program for 
this show bids fair to eclipse any- 
thing previously shown at Kemps- 
ville. For one county to have two 
such affairs on succeeding week- 
ends, is probably unique in the 
State at large, certainly not this 
side of the Warrenton, Berryville, 
Winchester section. 

This being the case, it appears 
that we have witnessed the growth 
of an industry, for such it is, that 
will go a long Way In popularizing 
the locality with sport loving peo- 
ple the country over. 

These horse shows bring many 
visitors to our midst, and in turn 
the star performers from the local 
stables are constantly touring the 
big and little show circuits. In fact 
it is not unusual for horses from 
this county to show in Madison 
Square Garden which is generally 
considered the last word in horse 
shows. Other sections of the coun 
try base their claim to fame on 
the excellence of their horses, and 
judging from the progress made 
along this line in recent years, 
the day is not far distant when 
Princess Anne County may justly 
merit equal fame.

SECURITY 

Many causes for the incr 
unemployment in the United 
States have been given and some 
of them have pointed to the gov- 
ernment as the guilty party, but 
it has remained for a high official 
of the government itself to lay a 
large part of the responsibility up- 
on one specific piece of legisla- 
tion, to wit, the crop curtailment 
acts of the administration's breed- 
ing. 

The official who thus points 
the finger at the government and 
says "thou are the man" is George 
W. Coan, North Carolina WPA 
administration. "Unemployment 
is increasing in both the agricul- 
tural and industrial fields," he 
says, "due to the new farm leg- 
islation curtailing crops and the 
general recession in the industrial 
field."

POTATOES WEEK UP 




Fruit is Average for Five 
Year and Truck Crops Said 
to be Making Progress 

Virginia crops made favorable 
progress during the first three 
weeks of April, and on May 1 the 
condition of moat crops was above 
average, however, prospects were 
declining rapidly during the first 
week of May because of dry wea- 
ther, according to the Virginia 
Cooperative Crop Reporting Ser- 
vice. Farm work on May 1 was 
more advanced than usual as a 
result of favorable weather condi- 
tions during the early spring. A 
large part of the corn crop had 
been planted, and in the southern 
half of the State was already up 
to a good stand. Spring sown 
clover and grasses came up well, 
but are now badly In need of mois- 
ture, and will be seriously Injur- 
ed unless there are general rains 
within the next week, Hay and 
pastures were more advanced than 
usual on May 1, but the condition 
was declining rapidly because of 
the dry weather. While fruit pros- 
pects are still somewhat uncer- 
tain, production Is expected to be 
much less than last year, but prob- 
ably up to the average of the past 
five years. Truck crops made fav- 
orable progress during the early 
part of April, and shipments of 
fcaW^gq, strawberries and peas 
commenced about two weeks earl- 
ier than usual.

ern part of the state and apples 
in the southern and central coun- 
ties were Injured, and the second 
from the 24 to 26th, when apples 
in a few sections were injured. 
Peaches were damaged in the low 
orchards, but well located com- 
mercial orchards have set well, 
and many giowers are expecting 
as large a crop as was harvested 
last year. The poorest prospects 
are in the southwest, but in the 
important commercial areas in Al- 
bemarle, Nelson, Botetourt and 
Rockingham Counties the out- 
look Is veiy good. Commercial 
growers reported 60 percent of a 
full crop on May 1, compared with 
78 percent reported on the same 
date last year. Apple prospects 
cannot be determine accurately so 
early Is the season, but the set 
generally is reported to be light. 
Good Prospect For Track 

The early potato, crop while 
planted on a smaller acreage than 
last year came up to an excellent 
stand, and was raking favorable 
progress on My 1. Rain is now 
needed, however, as rainfall has 
been below average during April. 

The season has been fairly fav. 
ot able except for a dry spell the 
last of April and the first week of 
May, which has reduced the yield 
of strawberries,, cabbage and green 
peas below earlier expectations. 
Showers on May 8 and cooler wea- 
ther smce has relieved the situa- 
tion somewhat. Prices of truck 
crops this spring have averaged 
somewhat lower than last year. 

The estimated cash receipts 
from the sale of principal farm 
products and including govern- 
ment payments for the first three 
months of this year (January- 
March) were $20,387,000, which is 
about 5 percent less than the in- 
come for the same period last year, 
but 25 percent above the income 
for the first three months of 1036. 
Receipts from crops amounted to 
only $9,124,000, compared with 
$10,324,000 a year ago, or a de-

Persons contemplating con- 
struction of small homes to con- 
tain a single bathroom should 
give careful study to the location 
of the bath. 

It should be so situated, prefer- 
ably, that no other room has to be 
passed through In order to reach 
the bathroom from any part of 
the house. If this arrangement 
is not made, then the bath should 
be so located that It may be 
reached from the living room or 
dining room without going 
through a bedroom. 

Careless planning has resulted 
in embarrassing lack of privacy 
in many small homes. The accom- 
panying sketch shows a floor plan 
for a two-bedroom house in which 
the bathroom cannot be reached 
without going through a bedroom 
or the dinette-kitchen. 

Obviously this is a highly unde- 
sirable arrangement, and It is un- 
necessary as well. In the second 
drawing the bath has been so lo- 
cated that It may be reached 
without passing through any 
other room. In (this way the effi- 
ciency and privacy of the house 
has been enhanced. 

The Federal Housing Adminis- 



itratton, in passing on eligibility 
of houses upon which an insured 
mortgage is desired, checks the 
pla for privacy in order to assure 
the prospective home owner he 
will not be a victim of Impract- 
ical, inconvenient arrangement. 

In existing dwellings where poor 
bathroom planning occurs, the 
privacy can sometimes be achieved 
by alteration. This is frequently 
found to be a costly project, and 
as a result the addition of a bath 
often offers a better solution to 
the problem.

There was no wooden connection 
between floor and roof, and it was 
evident that the termites Had 
ignored tine floor timbers and had I 
swarmed up the brick wall to I 
make a feast of the roof beams, 
which evidently they found more 
appetising. 

The destruction was so complete 
that it is probably that a heavy 
snow would have collapsed the 
roof, according to Mr. Woodley.- 
Steel girders instead of wood 
will support the second story of 
the new structure, the brickwork 
of which has been laid to the sec- 
ond floor. The girders, four 45- 
foot I-beams weighing approxi- 
mately 4,000 pounds each, arrived 
by rail Wednesday and are being 
unloaded preparatory to being 
hoisted into place.

Provided satisfactory arrange- 
ments as to details can be made 
with the Cape Henry Syndicate, 
Tidewater real estate company, 
Seashore State Park is practically 
assured a Civilian Conservation 
Company at an early date through 
which further developments of this 
recreational area may be started. 

This assurance came In action 
by the Virginia Conservation 
Commission, in recent session, In 
requesting Governor Price to per- 
mit the Commission to anticipate 
at once the appropriation of $158,- 
000 made at the recent session of 
the General Assembly so it may 
purchase the 2,300 additional 
acres on which the further devel- 
opments are planned. 

Governor Price, in conference 
with Commission officials recent- 
ly, declared himself in favor of the 
move, if the Commission would 
formally request the action. 

New Camp in Jane 

Wilbur C. Hall, Chairman of the 
Commission said that efforts to 
expedite the purchase is highly 
desirable in order that Seashore 
Park may obtain a camp in the 
June allotment of camps by the 
federal government. Normally, 
the appropriation of $158,000 made 
by the last General Assembly to 
acquire the property would not 
become available until July 1, and 
at that time, the allotment of CCC 
camps will have been completed. 

The federal government. Chair- 
man Hall explained, will not make 
developments on any property 
which is not owned in fee simple 
by the state. 

The State now owns 1,000 acres 
en which all Seashore Park devel- 
opments have been made. This 
acreage was donated to the State 
by the Cape Henry Syndicate, 
which owns the 2,300 acres now 
to be purchased. The State has 
been holding this additional acre- 
age on an option for several years. 

If the Syndicate approves im- 
mediate purchase, the details can 
be consummated prior to the June 
allotment of CCC camps and Sea- 
shore Park will then be eligible to 
receive the camp. National Park 
Service officials have practically 
assured the establishment of a 
camp there, if the additional prop- 
erty is in possession of the State

industrial production in various 
lines has begun to show improve- 
ment, and Increased activity in 
plant expansions and the location 
of new industries give indication 
of reviving confidence and a re- 
newed trend toward industrial 
growth the Virginia State Cham- 
ber of Commerce pointed out to- 
day in its latest review of busi- 
ness conditions. Employment was 
substantially improved as com- 
pared with March figures the 
State Chamber stated. 

Among the factors involved were 
improved farm income during the 
first quarter of the year. 

Construction activities were 4 
per cent higher. n^ 

Sales of electricity for indus- 
trial use were 3 per cent higher 
than in February. The latest. fig- 
ures available are for March. 

Tobacco manufacture in Vir- 
ginia in April was 11 per cent 
higher than in April 1937. 
Crop Conditions Good 
"Crops made splendid progress 
during the first three weeks in 
April, the State Chamber's report 
said. 

"Fruit prospects are not as good 
as last year, though in line with 
the average of the past five years." 
Sales of gasoline in March were 
19 per cent higher than in Feb- 
ruary and 3 per cent higher than 
a year ago. 

On the other side of the ledger 
the State Chamber found that 
the volume of checks drawn on 
clearing house banks in Virginia 
were 3 per cent lower in April 
than in March and 15 per cent 
lower than April a year ago. As 
compared with the last year, there 
was an Indicated decrease of about 
18 per cent in total hours of work 
in manufacturing and 15 per cent 
in commercial enterprises.

When the Committee on Indus- 
try of the Virginia State Chamber 
of Commerce meets here this 
month, a definite policy for future 
industrialization of Virginia will 
be presented to it by Earl B. Mor- 
gan, of Glasgow, manager of the 
Blueridge Company, Inc., and 
former Industrial Engineer. Mr. 
Morgan located an Industry In Vir- 
ginal four years ago, and is a 
member of the Industrial Commit- 
tee of the State Chamber. 

The ten points made by Mr. 
Morgan are: 

Seek and encourage only high 
grade and stable concerns that 
have a good reputation, good fi- 
nancial standing, and a record of 
good industrial management. 

Discourage companies who are 
seeking to exploit labor. 

Line of Encouragement 

Encourage particularly the in- 
dustry that is willing and able to 
develop virgin territory and train 
its own personnel, rather than im- 
poit labor to the state. 

Encourage industry that is not 
seeking gifts and concessions and 
that is ready to pay its own way. 

Choose industries that have a 
community viewpoint and are 
ready to assume their share of 
community obligations. 

Fit requirements of the industry 
with what the community has to 
offer. K 

Prevent industrial over-develop- 
ment of any particular section. 

Beware of absentee management. 

Seek industries that are coop- 
erative. 

Be sure that the proposed indus- 
try has a modern conception of 
personnel management. 

"Personnel administration has 
become a national problem," Mr. 
Morgan said. 

Human Relation Stressed 

"The effort in the past in this 
connection has been to proportion 
to the economic pressure. The re- 
cent legislative and collective bar- 
gaining approach can be attribut- 
ed in large measure to past in- 
difference of employers to the hu- 
man relations of their enterprise. 

"We have learned that the real 
starting point for personnel ad- 
ministration is in the mind, heart 
and spirit of the big boss of the 
concern. No) industry is too small 
to have someone whose primary 
job is to specialize in personnel, to 
help shape personnel policies and 
administer them, but such a 
can never proxy for the big boss. 

"It is time that all of us gave 
attention to safe - guarding and 
preserving our exceptional indus- 
trial advantages by some substan- 
tial controls based on long range 
planning. Neither the committee 
nor the chamber can be success- 
ful alone. They must have the co- 
operation of all business and ciyic 
organizations throughout the 
state. The committee proposes to 
act as a clearing house for in- 
formation, to set up aids for pros- 
pects in local community organ- 
izations, and to advise in the for- 
mation of policies. 

Cheap Labor Out 

"It is unfortunate that the 
phrase 'cheap Southern labor' has 
come to be so frequently used. It 
tends to attract those inclined to 
gain advantage by 'chiseling'. Also 
it reflects unjustly on the caliber 
of the workers. Unusual tax ex 
empt ions and other .grants 
tend to increase the load on 
industries and businesses no; 
here. Someone has to pay for fi 
rides in the long run. Of course, 
local participation in sound fi- 
nancing does not come under this 
head. 

"Good management does not 
want to be handicapped by pres- 
sure that is sure to follow in the 
wake of such concessions. It would 
prefer to be able to manage its 
business unfettered by patronage 
obligations."

REALISTIC DIPLOMACY 



It is interesting to reflect on 
words and phrases that have crept 
Into our languages in our time. 
Among these is the wotd "pro. 
saganda" which first came into 
use during the World War. Having 
been in some measure a product, 
or by-product, of this period, we 
are particularly interested In this 
word and the result of its prac- 
tice. As far as we have been able 
to gather, the warring nations 
conceived the idea that it was 
necessary, in order to build up a 
support for their side of an issue, 
to use of stories sometimes true, 
but frequently false, to impress 
people with the fact that the other 
side was guilty of all manner of 
atrocities (another word of the 
same period) whereas according to 
the rules of the game of propa- 
ganda, the side putting out the 
story, was entirely guiltless of any 
Wrong. 

This idea has survived the war 
period and is today in general use 
In all of the countries where free- 
dom of the press is denied. The 
old concept that the truth will out, 
in the end, has been pretty well 
out-moded in these countries, and 
What their rulers desire becomes 
to all intents and purposes, the 
truth. The populace have no other 
means of ascertaining the real 
truth. This type of propaganda 
can be defined as the disemination 
of false information and the sup- 
pression of the truth, in other 
words, plain lies. 

Today we are witnessing the de- 
velopment of a new phrase that 
bids fair to take its place along 
side of the word propaganda." We 
have reference to "realistic diplo- 
macy". Here we have a phrase 
that stems from a cowardly act 
on the part of the prevailing po- 
litical powers in Great Britain. 
The first exposition of its true 
meaning has been given to the 
world by the League of Nations 
Council, who twoTyears ago 
brought on a world crisis by in- 
voking sancions and denying in 
Justice to Ethiopia, the 'right of 
Italy to acquire that country by 
force of arms, through the un- 
provoked conquering of a peace- 
ful people. Today that body sits 
supinely by and listens to the once 
proud Emperor, meanwhile having 
decided by a secret agreement 
with Mussolini, to acknowledge 
before the woild the very act for 
which he was so bitterly con- 
demned two short years ago.

"The preservation of the inte- 
grity of the Highway funds upon 
which must depend the intelligent 
and effective solution of the 
State's road problem by the Com- 
mission recently authorized by 
the General. Assembly, is of vital 
impoitance — hence the demand 
for all available data which will 
permit of sound,, logical thought 
and action by the people of Vir- 
ginia as a whole, and by the Re- 
presentatives of the 1940 Legisla- 
ture. In the final analysis, the 
people of the State must express 
their will at the polls. 

The News heartily agrees with 
Mr. Hall. Certainly the well being 
of Virginia Beach as - a "resort 
center, is intimately connected 
with the further development and 
maintenance of the highway sys- 
tem. The growth and progress of 
the Beach, parallels the buildini 
and improvement of the highways, 
and any back-sliding along this 
line through the diversion of these 
funds to other purposes, would be 
reflected in the proportionate fall- 
ing off of the prinicpal business of 
the resort, viz., tourist travel.

One hundred andsixty-foujr years 
after the above item was written, 
we feel that it would be appropri- 
ate for some benevolent Bostonian 
to write to the people of that city 
calling on them to put a stop to 
their races and conribute the 
purses to the distressed Virginia 
communities who are taxed by the 
illegal operation of the bookies 
based on their perfectly legal 
sport. . 

If the tax of a sovereign King

sets out, in "The Fight for Life", 
to make us think profoundly about 
pinching pennies where health is 
at stake. Medical scientists, prac- 
titioners, and public health ad- 
ministrators have gone far to in- 
dicate how maternal and infant 
mortality may be reduced at child- 
birth they have shown how pella- 
gra may become but a name; they 
are moving rapidly towards the 
control of venereal disease; they 
seem likely to stamp out tuber- 
culosis; and they are proceeding 
doggedly against infantile para- 
lysis. But they are terribly handi- 
capped for lack of money. Meager 
and insufficient are the sums now 
doted out by private philanthropy 
and public agencies; if the people 
can only be aroused to spend li- 
berally for health's sake, our gen- 
eration might see an end to the 
chief dangers of disease and child- 
bearing, y 

Such is De Kruif 's thesis. He ad- 
vances it by two principal means. 
The first is an appeal to economy. 
At the conclusion of the book and 
at the end of each section, he 
argues that money spent now 
means money saved in the long 
pun. In effect he tells the reader: 
I'm not appealing to your pity, 
of fab- ptty, or

The second method De Kruif 
employs to promote his thesis is 
familiar to any reader of his earl- 
ier books. He draws the dramatic 
picture of hero after hero tread- 
ing across the stage amid his 
triumphs and defeats. We feel the 
surge and press of men fighting 
against death; attack and counter- 
attack appear in rapid succession 
until the imagination renders De 
Kruif 's thesis convincing.

Consider the hundreds of ways 
in which the 130,000,000 people of 
our country earn or receive their 
living. Broken down Into classi- 
fications, we find now that relief 
—at the expense of the taxpayer 
and the public purse— ranks i 
fourth. That means that more 
people are now being supported on 
relief rolls than by such other in- 
dustries as mining, public utilities, 
transportation and construction. 
Only manufacturing, farming and 
the service trades rank above re- 
lief. 

Why, people ask, has relief be- 
come a "big business"? There are 
many theories, but it is interesting 
to note that it has advanced ma- 
terially during the past five-year 
era of government pump-priming 
and indiscriminate "emergency" 
spending. 

Since 1933 the staggering total 
of more than $18,000,000,000 has 
been poured into the reUef chan- 
nels. By July 1, 1939, according to 
current government spending esti- 
mates, the total will muont to at 
least $20,000,000,000. 

Some people say Federal spend- 
ing is a political expedient. Per- 
haps it is, but we wonder if, in 
the long run, industrial America 
and its high living standards can 
survive if relief finally becomes 
the first ranking business of the 
country? Relief is not a productive 
enterprise and America must 
produce to exist— Industrial Press 
Service.

ALTHOUGH the poultry industry 
Is becoming highly specialized, 
and many people are totally depen- 
dent upon it for their livelihood, a 
majority of f arm* 1 r e g ardless of type 
—have flocks ranging from a few to 
several hundred birds. For them, as 
for the poultry specialist, electricity 
is a most important factor in econom- 
ical management and profitable op- 
eration. 

One of its many uses, In which 
there has been a marked increase 
during the past few years on general 
farms as well as among commercial 
hatcheries anwpoaitrymen, is in in- 
cubators. For BeVeral reasons, elec- 
trical operations* such units is ideal. 
It does not spoil the air in producing 
heat; it is clean; safe; labor saving; 
and, varying with the size, permits 
certain or all of the following factors 
to be automatically controlled— tem- 
perature, ventilation, humidity, lights 
and turning., 

There are two general types of elec- 
trical incubators — radiant-heat and 
cabinet. The former, similar in many 
respects to the kerosene - operated 
unit, usually has the heating elements 
attached to the underside of the top 
from whence the heat is radiated di- 
rectly to the eggs— ventilation being 



accomplished by natural convection. 
This type of heating most often is em- 
ployed in smaller incubators. 

In the cabinet unit, generally used 
by large hatcheries, heat is not ap- 
plied directly to the eggs but is I'sed 
to warm the air which then is circu- 
lated throughout the incubator. Ven- 
tilation is obtained either by the cir- 
culation of the air or by force fan. 

When proper humidity is main- 
tained, there appears to be little dif- 
ference in the hatching efficiency of 
the different types or models of elec- 
tric incubators. However, in each case 
the directions of the manufacturer 
should be followed carefully to obtain 
the best results. 

Current consumption depends upon 
the type and construction of the in- 
cubator and the temperature of the 
room in which it is kepi Generally, it 
varies from about 200 kw.-hr. pee 
1,000 eggs for units holding 150 eggs 
or less, to approximately 20 kw.-hr. 
for one having a capacity of 1«,000 to 
20,000 eggs. At five cents per kw.-hr. 
(many utilities provide this service at 
even lower rates), this gives a hatch- 
ing cost of from 1/10 to 1 cent an egg, 
the lower cost being for the largest 
incubators because of their generally 
superior construction and insulation. 



set up to last only a year, while a 
trade school usually requires three 
or four years for completion of its 
course.

one of the six trade preparatory 
courses made possible by the trade 
and Industrial division operating 
through the Warwick County 
School Board. 

The boys enroll at Eustis for six 
months. At the end of that time 
they may enroll for another six 
months provided they have made 
satisfactory progress and provided 
the financial status of their fami- 
lies has not changed so as to make 
them ineligible for work under 
the NYA. Trade Instruction is giv- 
en on the unit training plan so 
that a boy would be able to secure 
advance standing In any trade 
school he might eventually be able 
to attend.

First Feeding Of 
Baby Begins Early 



For the first few months your 
ba.br* dlsTwlll consist chiefly of 
milk supplemented with orange 
juice or tomato Juice and cod liver 
oB— a simple enough plan to fol- 
low even when the milk must be 
made up according to a formula 
prescribed by your physician. 

Then along about the third or 
fourth month when your baby is 
ready for a little finely divided 
bulk, the doctor will recommend 
introducing strained foods in the 
diet. The amounts and varieties 
that your baby can handle de 
pend, of course, on the baby's de' 
velopment. Very likely the doctor 
will give you some sort of feeding 
schedule along with several sug- 
gestions for introducing these 
foods to your baby. 

Many doctors recommend now 
that you begin serving the baby 
just a small portion of strained 
foods diluted with liquid. Up to 
this time, you see, the baby has 
had nothing but liquid foods so 
the change to semi-solids and 
solids must come gradually. You 
will start with a teaspoonful of 
carrots, perhaps, combined with 
an equal amount of water or the 
baby's milk formula. It is well to 
feed this mixture with a spoon. 
After a day oi so, doublt the a- 
mount of strained food, retaining 
the first proportion of water used. 
By the third or fourth day, you 
might try giving the baby straight 
vegetables without adding any 
liquid at all. 

If the baby seems to object to 
the texture of this solid food, go 
back to adding a small amount of 
liquid and decrease more slowly. 
From this time on, you will grad- 
ually be able to increase the a- 
mount of strained foods used at 
each feeding until the baby is tak- 
ing a full 4 y 2 -ounces by the time 
he is 10-12 months old. 

Since a baby's taste is not high- 
ly developed, there is no need to 
work a variety of strained foods 
into a day's serving. It will be 
quite enough if you feed the baby 
carrots for two dsys or so until 
the can is finished and then woik 
Into spinach or tomatoes or what- 
ever other variety is next on the 
doctor's list. That way you will be 
able to include all the strained 
foods in the baby's meal plans

The entire surface of the closet, 
including the inside of the door, 
should be coveied with three- 
eighths-inch aromatic cedar lin- 
ing. It is preferable to line the 
floor with thirteen-sixteenths- 
inch, but three-eights-inch can be 
used. The door should be tight 
fitting and close against felt gas- 
kets. The lining may be placed 
directly over plaster if care is ex- 
excised to nail it to the studding. 
Face nailing is suggested, but 
blind nailing may be used if desir- 
ed. „ 

The corners should be fitted 
with quarter-round cedar molding. 
Cedar shelving may also be used 
with added effect. The more aro- 
matic wood employed the better 
the check against moths. A fur- 
ther precaution is to thoroughly 
clean any article before storing.

When the first signs of paint 
peeling are noted on a tin roof 
the entire surface should be re- 
painted. 

Prepare the roof by cleaning the 
surface of loose scaling paint 
with steel wool, sandpaper, or 
wire brush. Then wipe with 
benzine or turpentine. Red-lead 
paint is usually used and should 
be applied on a clean surface In 
thin coats and allowed to dry at 
least a week between coats. 

Three coats are recommended. 

When a new metal roof is put 
on a structure it should be spe- 
cially treated to receive paint or 
allowed to weather for two or 
three months before painting. 
This will allow the surface acids 
in the metal to be liberated and 
will thus prevent a reaction which 
would result in loosened paint.

HEALTH NOTES 



MAIL ORDER TREATMENT 

"Advertisements sometimes ap- 
pear indicating either by inference 
or by direct statement that It is 
easy to treat human ailments by 
mail order. Such claims, of course, 
give no place to professional dia- 
gnosis, Individual factors, and di- 
rect medical supervision, all of 
which are vitally important in as- 
sisting nature to get the ailing 
body back or the health track," 
states Dr. I. C. Riggin, State 
Health Commissioner. 

"While these facts are plain to 
everyone who gives serious consid- 
eration to such propositions, it 
nevertheless appears to be a more 
general custom than is suspected 
to rely on suggestions of this kind, 
rather than upon a physician's 
services. The reason for some of 
this practice is based upon the 
comparative inaccessibility in is- 
olated sections to a doctor and 
the apparent small money outlay 
Involved. On the other hand, there 
are many persons who, being at- 
tracted to the 'endorsements' of 
'cured' patrons, promptly respond 
to this type of so-called treatment 
despite the fact that excellent 
medical service is, so to speak, 
right at their back door. 

"The futility of this practice is 
exemplified by attempting to treat 
rheumatism by mail. Rheumatism, 
as popularly known, is not always 
a definite disease but often is due 
to many and varied causes, fre- 
quently obscure. Obviously, post- 
age-stamp medicine under such 
conditions is woefully inadequate. 
And what applies to rheumatism 
equally is true for many other ills 
for which mail order claims are 
made. 

"The sections of Virginia that 
cannot be reached by doctors are 
comparatively few; and where a 
chronic illness Is concerned can be 
said hardly to exist. Thus, while 
in more remote localities first aid 
treatment may have to be invoked 
in emergencies, for all practical 
pui poses there is no need for re- 
sorting to mail order therapy in 
any case. 

"All of which serves again to 
emphasise that to self - diagnose, 
dally, and self-treat whether one 
be influenced to do so by friends, 
the printed word, or personal ego- 
tism Is to turn one's back not only 
upon the advantages that science 
has developed for the diagnosis 
and treatment of illness, but 
against one's fair chance for com-

"The city postman may have to 
twice, but the rural letter 
pays twice— in gasoline 
said W. L. Hammersley of 
Roads Chairman of the 
Virginia Rural Letter Carriers As. 



According to a survey which Mr. 
Hammersley has made, the 836 
rural letter carriers in Virginia 
tgy el 33,466 miles of Virginia 
i^bads dally and consume annually 
- 1.268.450 gallons of gasoline. State 
and federal gasoline taxes paid by 
these iarriers amount to $76,107 
annually. This Is paid by the 
carriers from their own pockets. 
"But the heaviest tax by far is 
the mud tax", said Mr. Hammer- 
sley. "The rural mail carrier gets 
5 miles less per gallon of gasoline 
than the man on the hard-sur- 
faced road and his repair bill is 
four times as much. 

"The best portion of the mileage 
travelled is over secondary and un- 
improved roads and it is only na- 
■^nral that we should have such a 
vital Interest in these roads. We, 
as a group, can see every day the 
crying need for roads in the rural 
districts of this state and they will 
do more to develop the rural sec- 
tions than anything else." 

Returning to statistics, Mr. 
Hammersley said that, it is esti- 
mated that the rural carriers from

a national standpoint travel 1.- 
377,088 miles dally over the na- 
tion's 33.601 letter routes and pay 
more than MJOO per day In state 
taxes on motor fuel and more than 
11.147 per day in federal taxes on 
the same gasoline. 

The survey further showed that 
this total daily gasoline tax bill of 
approximately $4,737 amounts in 
the course of 360 days or rural 
mall service to a yearly gasoline 
tax Mil of $1,731,100, of which 
$144,100 goes back to their em- 
ployer, the federal government. 

"This enormous gasoline tax bill 
is equal to postage on about 57,- 
370,000 letters", concluded Mr. 
Hammersley, "but mail must go 
through."

Q. X have been noticing that 
some of the water pipes are leak- 
ing in both the joints and the 
pipes themselves. Can this be re- 
paired and is it costly? 

A. Yes, it is possible. If the 
piping Is exposed in the cellar that 
part of the work will not be cost- 
ly. It may be necessary to tear up 
some flooring In the upper floors, 
but even this will not be unreas- 
onably expensive. 



Q. What is considered the best 
height for display windows in a 
store? 

A. That depends on the type of 
merchandise. When clothing, fur- 
niture, plumbing and heating fix- 
tures are shown the floor should 
be as low as possible. Hats, jewel- 
ry, and like articles should be 
shown at approximately table 
height. 



Q. I have an old pine floor in 
my house and in places it has 
cracked. I don't want to go to thfi 
expense at this time of having a 
new floor laid. What can I do? 

A. You can fill the cracks with 
hardwood strips. If this is too 
much work then a paste of saw- 
dust and glue can be poured into 
them. It is unwise, no matter

Q. A friend of mine got money 
under the FHA several years ago 
with which to build a swimming 
pool.

Old Age Payments 
Made For April 

The sum of $9,945,88 waa certi- 
fied for payment, during the 
month of April, to 322 claimants 
In Virginia, who are entitled to 
old-age Insurance benefits. This 
statement, which was issued today 
by the Social Security Board, also 
reveals the fact that a total of 2,- 
248 claims amounting to $57,180.- 
24, were approved for payment to 
Virginia residents during the first 
sixteen months of the operation 
of old-age insurance provisions. 

In April. 19,370 claims, amount- 
ing to $824,234. were certified for 
payment to old-age Insurance 
claimants in the United States. A 
total of 134,297 claims, amounting 
to $4,249,468. have been certified 
for payment to persons through- 
out the whole country, since Jan- 
uary 1, 1937. 

It is said that the Social Sec. 
urity Board is now equipped to 
approve one old-age insurance 
claim every 30 seconds of the 
working day and is actually ap- 
proving them at the rate of 750 a

Majority Vote For 
Potato Referendum 



Voting 124 ballots to 4 In favor 
of the plan to control the sale of 
cull and other undersized potatoes, 
the farmers of the county who 
voted In the referendum last 
week ran up a tremendous ma- 
jority favorable to the plan of 
control, but the results of the vote 
are disappointing, according to H. 
W. Ozlin, county agent, who point- 
ed out that the size of the vote 
was too small to represent the 
true verdict of a county where 
potatoes are wo extensively grown. 

"Just what will be done follow- 
ing the balloting that was held In 
all potato growing states is un- 
known at present", said Mr. Oz- 
lin. The results are not known as 
yet at the County Office. In order 
to put the provisions of the agree- 
ment into effect, it was necessary 
that two-hiras of he producers 
vote favorably on the measure. It 
is understood that, the referendum 
faded to develop this majority in 
North Carolina.

Qeating System 
Inspection Due 

The heating season has been 
completed to all parts of the 
country, and time for repairs and 
precautions is at hand. 

Heating boilers are often seri- 
ously damaged during the Sum- 
mer months by corrosion resulting 
from the combination of sulphur 
from the fuel with the moisture 
in the cellar. 

To prevent this and other possi- 
ble damage, all heating surfaces 
should be thoroughly cleaned of 
soot, ash, and residue and heating 
surfaces of steel boilers given a 
coating of lubricating oil on the 
fire side. Machined surfaces 
should also be oiled or greased. 

Chimney connections should be 
cleaned, and in cases of small 
boilers the pipe should be placed 



to a dry spot after cleaning. If 
there is any perceptible amount 
of, moisture in the basement the 
boiler should be drained to pre. 
vent atmospheric condensation 
on, heating surfaces when below 
the dew-point temperature. 

There is always a chance that 
someone may light a fire in the 
furnace, so the boiler should be 
kept filled with water. The hot- 
water system is also usually left 
filled to the expansion tank. 

Orates and ashpans should be 
cleaned and gage glass cleaned 
and repacked, if needed. 

Rust or any other deposit on 
sui faces should be removed with 
wire brush or sandpaper. Follow- 
ing the cleaning the boiler should 
be treated with a coat of preser- 
vative paint. The final step in 
conditioning the heating plant is 
to inspect all accessories such as 
door hinges, damper bearings, and 
regulator parts.

Each flower has been 
shaped by hand by the disabled 
workers. 

The Auxiliary is expecting the 
most general observance of Poppy 
Day since the custom of wearing 
poppies in remebrance of the 
dead was started at the close of 
the war. More than 10,000,000 of 
the little red flowers will be worn 
and approximately $1,000,000 rais- 
ed to aid the disabled veterans 
and dependent families, Mrs. 
Barco predicted.

CAMPAIGN WITHOUT ISSUES 

Several weeks of the local poli- 
tical campaign he- e passed since 
the candidates in the coining pri- 
maries announced for office. 
Only three more weeks remain 
before election day, but as yet no 
one knows what if any issues have 
been raised, 'or what the various 
candidates propose to do if elect- 
ed. If there is any platform or 
plan proposed by any of them, 
they have kept the matter a secret 
from the general public. 

As matters now stand the cam- 
paign is progressing by word of 
mouth approach to the individual 
voters. This of itself is alright, but 
certainly the citizens generally, 
are entitled to know on what basis 
each and every candidate makes 
Ala appeal for public support and 
the time for the voter to learn this. 
Is before election, not after the 
candidate has become an office 



Stated briefly, the welfare of 
the community is, or should be, 
foremost in the minds of every 
voter, and unless he has knowledge 
of the business ability of the 
candidate, the policies he intends 
to pursue, and his attitude toward 
governmental matters, and intelli- 
gent selection cannot be made. 
Doubtless there are those who are 
aatisf led in their own mind that 
all is as should be, but the News 
feels that the general well being 
of the Beach would be advanced 
if there was some way to bring 
the various candidates into the 



eve:y day cir-le of acquaintances. 
It is to be hoped thai it will all 
work out that way, but we have 
no logical basis for this assump- 
tion, t 

It is a much more tenable con- 
clusion, to assume that nations, 
like individuals remain much the 
same in nature, and react much 
the same to a given set of circ- 
umstances in one generation as In 
another. It is with this thought 
in mind we approach the drama 
being played in Europe today. 
With Hitler, and his Sudeten Ger- 
man henchmen in Czechoslovakia, 
trying by every method and devise 
short of actual war (to date) to 
force from the little Czech Repub- 
lic, what they see fit to call "pri- 
vileges for the German minority" 
within the Czechoslovakian bor- 
der. Frankly, we are not informed 
regarding the merits of the Ger- 
man contention, but we do resent 
the methods used In attempting 
to force the busy, law-abiding, 
hard-working little Republic to 
acceed to their demands. We can 
see no essential difference between 
what Is going on Czechoslovakia 
today, and a situation by which 
Hitler were to demand the rights 
of citizenship for Germans with- 
in our borders, who not only have 
not become citizens (which pri- 
vilege is extended to them) but 
acknowledge a superior allegiance 
to Germany. Common self respect 
would lead us to refuse these 
brazen demands in no uncertain 
terms and making due allowance 
for the greater numbers, and mili- 
tary strength of the German na- 
tion, we feel that, If Czechoslav- 
akia values their freedom as a 
people they will do likewise. 

Of course this will constitute a 
defy to the power-maddened Hit- 
ler and may in turn bring about 
an immediate invasion of the 
smaller country. If that comes- 
and it may come before this goes 
to press — we will Undoubtedly see 
a repetition of what happened in 
1914, with the spear head of the 
attack pointing eastward rather 
than through Belgium. France has 
promised to go to the assistance 
of Czechoslovakia under the clrc- 
umstances, and England, though 
flirting with the idea of refrain 
ing, would be compelled by her 
own welfare to follow her former- 
ally. It is our opinion that hi 
less time than it takes to tell it 
Europe would again\ be In the 
throes of general war. What ef- 
fect all this would have on the 
United States, is still another 
story, but we venture to say that 
we could not long remain aloof. 
Such is the dark picture that faces 
the world today as a result of the 
latest crisis.

In economic history the spur 
to recovery has most often been a 
new discovery or a new invention 
or a new development which has 
attracted capital and put men to 
work.

This 
absence of enterprise has worried 
the economists. Can it be, they 
ask, that there is an increasing 
secular difficulty in finding pro 
mislng channels of investment on 
a large scale? In less economic 
language, is the spirit of enter 
prise, which flourished so exuber 
antly in pioneer America, droop- 
ing? 

A negative answer seems to 
have been supplied by the General 
Motors Corporation. In a recent 
article I hazarded that, because of 
the greater unused mileage sf cars 
now on the roads, the automobile 
would not be in the lead of the 
next recovery. The industry, how- 
ever, makes other things besides 
automobiles. In the last few years 
a good deal of the time of General 
Motors has been taken up with 
research into improvement of the 
diesel engine. And the announce- 
ment now comes from Detroit that 
a new factory has been dedicated 
to the mass production of new 
type diesel engines with a horse, 
power as low as 22. 

The diesel engine is, of course, 
not a new idea. But the new de- 
velopments are sufficiently impor- 
tant to constitute a new idea.

13, 1870, a son of Dr. Mathew and 
Anna Lewin Oodowsky, Leopold 
Godowsky was a concert pianist at 
the age- of nine. He entered the 
Berlin Hochschule at fourteen, and 
later studied in Paris under Saint? 
Saens. Before he reached his teens, 
he toured Russia, Poland and Ger- 
many as a concert pianist, and at 
fourteen made his first American 
tour, playing In many American 
cities between 1884 and 1886. 

In 1895, he became director of the 
piano department of the Chicago 
Conservatory of Mnsic, remaining 
in that position until 1900. Several 
years of concert tours and intensive 
composition followed. 

In 1909, he was created Imperial 
Royal Professor of the highest rank 
by the Emperor of Austria and 
named director of the Imperial 
Royal Melsterschule for Piano at 
the Imperial Royal Academy of 
Music in Vienna. In 1912, he was 
made editor-in-chief of the Art Pub* 
lication Society of St Louis. 

Godowsky's studio In Riverside 
Drive, New York City, Is the scene 
of frequent Impromptu concerts of 
chamber music directed by the 
maestro. Sometimes Albert Ein- 
stein, distinguished mathematician 
and warm friend of Godowsky, Is 
first violinist at these musicales. 

Godowsky keeps abreast of the 
latest developments of physics and 
chemistry, delights In discussions of 
scientific trends. 

Godowsky is an aviation enthusi- 
ast. He flew before passenger carry- 
ing had reached the commercial 
stage. One of his first flights was 
from Paris to Morocco fifteen years 
ago. when flight over the Mediter- 
ranean was accompanied by hazards. 

He likes to fly today, he says. In 
the air his mind is composed — and 
he can think out the intricate ar- 
rangements of his compositions for 
the left hRnd.

be contaminated. The result is an 
undue washing of the face and 
hands and the constant cleansing 
of objects that could not possibly 
cause infection," statps Dr. I. C. 
Riggin, State Health Commission- 
er. 

"Such pei sons fail to realize 
that germs are omnipresent and 
that good and bad ones exist, the 
former being by far the more 
numerous. It Is quite true that the 
microscopic organisms that are 
wot king for humans have not 
been *»- generally-; pubitclMd, •- as 
those responsible for some of the, 
devastating diseases. Compared 
to those persons who have heard 
of the pneumonia or syphilis 
germ, for example, there are very 
few who have any knowledge of 
the lactic acid bacillus that does 
so much good by changing milk 
into buttermilk and cheese. Still 
fewer have any knowledge of the 
denitrifying bacteria that convert 
the nitrogen of the vegetable 
kingdom to oxygen, and the sul- 
phur bacteria that attack decay- 
ing matter and oxidize it into the 
sulphates so essential in nature — 
actually legions of well-doing and 
life-giving organisms. 

"Everyone should have due re. 
gard for both the good and the 
bad germs; for the former, grati- 
tude; and for the latter, reason- 
able respect for their power to 
harm. However, reasonable respect 
is a far cry from the germ mania 
with which some persons unfor- 
tunately are afflicted. 

"That due caution should be 
exercised where disease germs are 
concerned goes without saying. 
Caution Involves respect for the 
quarantine sign for communic- 
able diseases and the reasonable 
observance of all the rules for 
personal and public hygiene. 

"On the other hand, to enter-

He is carried hack ta fond 
recollection to the days of long 
ago, to the home that once was, 
to love and laughter, and the 
teeming incidents which crowd 
into the life of a busy lad.

Being a mother nowadays isn't 
quite what it once was. Not so 
long ago a woman took having her 
children as a matter of course. 
She began being a mother to a 
dearly loved doll. Then after a 
time she tucked the doll away, did 
up her hair and had a beau. And 
before you knew it, she was mar- 
ried and had children of her own. 
And so the cycle rolled on and 
on. This business of having babies 
was part and parcel of the richest, 
rarest fabric of a woman's life.

So 
that nowadays you don't take 
your children Just as a matter of 
osBjase. You have to work at this 
busnhs of being a mother— make 
a career of it— as surely and dil- 
igently as any man must work at 
building a sound, successful busi- 
ness. 

Take feeding your baby, for in- 
stance — it used to be customary 
for mother to nurse her baby un- 
til he cut teeth enough to handle 
soft food. Then it was merely a 



matter of working him through 
the gruel stage until he was ready 
for regular family fare. But now, 
if you tackle the problem with 
forward looking eyes and eager- 
ness to give your baby the sound- 
est start possible, you must wade 
right into a study of minerals and 
i vitamins, schedules and formulas. 
It all seems pretty formidable at 
first. But you'll soon discover that 
industry has followed swiftly in 
the footsteps of science to supply 
adequately the nutritional needs 
of your baby in convenient and 
simplified forms. For instance, the 
'milk diet must early be supple- 
mented with a potent source of 
vitamins D and C to build strong 
healthy bones and teeth, and 
firm gums. Industry answers this 
need with cod liver oil. Tomato 
Juice and orange juice, all of 
which are readily accessible to 
everyone. Then in a few more 
months, to maintain your baby's 
growth rate and accommodate his 
increased caloric intake, you must 
add a little finely divided bulk 
to the baby's diet.

It's almost as easy to make Jelly 
these days as it is to put on lip- 
stick, but back in the era when 
cosmetics were considered "fast" 
Jelly-making was anything but that. 
It took poor grand'ma upwards of 
an hour to turn out a good batch 
of spreads . . . you can follow the 
example of members of the National 
Jelly Making Club and paraffin more 
glasses from every quart of fruit — 
Just fifteen minutes after it was 
first prepared! No failures with 
recipes like these, either, and every 
bit of the strawberry's own flavor 
lurks in the finished spread: 

Ripe Strawberry Jelly 

4 cans (1 lb*.) berry juice 
1 tablespoon! lemon Juice 

5 eupt (Stt lbs.) sugar 
1 bottle fruit pectin 

To prepare Juice, crush. thorough- 
ly or grind about 3 quarts fully ripe 
berries. Place fruit in Jelly cloth 
or bag and squeeze out Jrice. 
Squeeze and strain juice from 1 
medium lemon. 



Measure sugar and fruit Juices 
Into large saucepan and mix. Bring 
to a boil over hottest Are and at 
once add bottled fruit pectin, stir- 
ring constantly. Then bring to a 
full rolling boil and boil hard V» 
minute. Remove from Are, skim, 
pour quickly. Paraffin hot Jelly at 
once. Makes about 13 glasses (6 
fluid ounces each). 

Ripe Strawberry Jam 

4 cupj a U».) prepared Unit 
*' 2 cupi <2*'« lbs.) sugar 
• 1 box powdered fruit pectin 

To prepare fruit, grind about 2 
quarts fully ripe berries, or crush 
completely one layer at a time so 
that each berry is reduced to a pulp. 

Measure sugar Into dry dish and 
set aside until needed. Measure pre- 
pared fruit into a 5- to 6-quart ket- 
tle, filling up last cup or fraction 
of cup with water If necessary; 
place over hottest Are. Add pow- 
dered fruit pectin, mix well, and 
continue stirring until mixture 
coines to a hard boil. At once pour 
in sugar, stirring constantly. (To 
reduce foaming, % teaspoon butter 
may be added.) Continue stirring, 
bring to a full rolling boil, and boil 
hard 1 minute. Remove from Are, 
skim, pour quickly. Paraffin . hot 
jam at once. Makes about 10 glasses 
(6 fluid ounces each).

If the purchase of a home can 
be viewed as a long-term invest 
ment rather than a speculative 
venture which may pay qoick 
cash returns to the buyer, there 
will be fewer disappointments and 
considerably greater stability in 
the home-building industry, in 
the opinion of Stewart McDonald, 
Federal Housing Administrator 

"The prospect of ready profits 
from quick resale of a home re- 
mains generally only a prospect, 
he said. "For a good many years 
now we have been ignoring the 
real advantages of home owner- 
ship in a futile search for easy 
money. Not long ago it was the 
custom for us to buy houses we 
knew we could not afford because 
of our abiding belief in our ability 
to resell the property fit rfef 
years at a greatly expanded price. 
This is not true, and thousands 
of home buyers in this country 
now know this is a myth. 

"The fortunes built on this kind 
of speculation were established 
long ago, and there have been 
very few, if any, new fortunes 
made on this system in many a 
decade. On the other hand, home 
ownership has tremendous intang- 
ible dividends to pay the average 
individual In comfort, security, 
pride of ownership, and a deeper 
sense of well-being. 

No Speculation 
"The home buyer who ventures 
abroad in the market with the 
idea of buying a home on spec- 
ulation is, in effect, simply post- 
poning the time when he will get 
the most out of what usually is 
the largest single purchase a 
family makes in a lifetime.

Triple superphosphate is being 
Made available again this year to 
Virginia farmers for use in carry- 
ing out soil-building practices 
under the AAA Farm Program, W. 
H. Daughtrey, state executive 
officer, announces. 

Under the 1937 program, Vir- 
ginia fanners used more than 500 
tons of triple superphosphate that 
was furnished by the AAA, and 
present estimates indicate that 
they win use a substantially larger 
^amount in 1938. 

' Under the project, the Agricul- 
tural Adjustment Administra- 
tion furnishes triple superphosp- 
hate to the farmer, who pays 
transportation and handling 
charges, and an amount approxi- 
mating the cost of the material is 
deducted from the payment the 
farmer would otherwise receive. 

The triple superphosphate that 
is being made available to farmers 
under the program is a highly 
concentrated phosphatic fertilizer 
averaging 45 percent or more of 
available P205 or two to three 
times the phosphatic content of 
,the usual commercial product. 

This concentrated form of fer- 
tilizer can be shipped much more 
economically than the usual com

Hutcheson Writes On 
Cultivation Value 

Writing in The Progressive 
Farmer for May, Agronomist T. 
B. Hutcheson, of Virginia Poly- 
technic Institute, gives some 
striking results of tests in the cul- 
tivation of corn.

yield was 59.43 bushels. On a 
fourth plat, on which the crop 
was cultivated five times and kept 
free of weeds, the yield was 58.68 
bushels per acre. As Dr. Hutche- 
son continues: 

"It is clear that in this test the 
value of cultivation was very little 
more than enough to pay for it- 
self, except from the standpoint 
of destroying weeds. Work at other 
experiment stations shows similar 
results. This does not mean that 
it is not necessary to cultivate 
crops, because cultivators are the 
most efficient implements for des- 
troying weeds. It does, however, 
emphasize the fact that the chief 
value of intertillage of row crops 
is to kill weeds, and for that rea- 
son it is important to cultivate 
the crop at the proper time and 
frequently enough to do a thor-' 
ough job."

Sticking Drawers Doe 
To Weather Changes 

Sticking drawers in dressers, ta- 
bles, and other pieces of furniture 
are due to swelling of the sides 
and bottoms. With the increased 
dampness of the air, the wood of 
the bottoms and sides will ex- 
pand and result in too tight a fit. 

Slight sticking of drawers can 
be corrected by rubbing the edges 
of the drawers with paraffin. If 
the defect is bad, they may be 
shaved down with a plane, filed, 
or sandpapered. Rubbing both the 
edges and the parts against which 
they slide with paraffin should 
follow.

TIB brewing Industry, one of the 
farmer's best customers for 
premium grains, has provided a 
market that has absorbed twelve 
billion pounds of grains in the last 
live years. The five-year bill to the 
brewers for domestic farm products 
alone was well In escess of 
$300,000,000. 

It takes 61 pounds of 'grains to 
make an average barrel of beer, of 
which about 88 pounds consists of 
premium barley, on the basis of 
the amount of materials used to 
produce 68 million barrels of beer 
In 1937. How Important the brew 
ing Industry la to the farmer Is 
well Illustrated by the figures given 
in the I*** edition of Statistical 
Abstract of the United States, pub 
llshed by the U. 8. Department of 
Commerce. Barley production for 
1936 was 147.461.006 bushels, ac 
cording to the preliminary figures 
given in that edition. Of this 
amount the brewers used about 
61,000.000 bushels for their malt, or 



Malt accounts for about 70 per 
cent of the brewers' expenditures 
for domestic brewing materials, the 
remainder being divided among 
corn products, rice, hops and brew- 
ing sugars, which also have their 
origin In corn. 

The stimulating effect brewing 
has had on the farmer's market Is 
further Indicated by the price ad- 
vances recorded since the return of 
beer. In 1931. barley netted the 
farmer 33.1 cents per bushel at the 
crop marketing season, according 
to the Statistical Abstract In 1933. 
the first year beer came back, bar- 
ley Jumped to 43.6 cents per bushel 
and In 1936 was quoted at 78 5 
cents per bushel Corn, in 1932. 
netted the farmer S1J cents per 
bushel, advanced to 6* J centa In 
1933 and reachJgr-fiM cents per 
bushel In 1936. Rough rice, bring- 
ing 41 J cents per bushel In 1933, 
rose to 77.7 cents In 1933 and In 
1936 brought 87 cents per bushel.

Q. Although I have replaced 
the putty in our kitchen door 
several times, it continues to fall 
out. Should the panes be held 
tightly in place with some other 
material than putty? 

A. Wood beads should be used 
to hold glass in doors. Have a 
carpenter do this for you. 

Q. When more than one hot- 
water tap is being used the others 
all shut off. Can this be corrected 
so that hot water can be gotten 
all over the house at the same 
time if wanted? 

A. This condition indicates 
that the water capacity has been 
reduced, most likely by clogging 
either to the^ heater itself or in 
the main pipe from the heater. 
It is possible that this condition 
may be corrected by cleaning.

Employers' Aid To 
Workers Discussed 



Horace K. Dickson, manager of 
the Social Security Board's office 
at Norfolk. Virginia, has Just re- 
turned from Washington, where 
he attended a Regional Conference 
of field office managers from the 
states of Maryland. North Caro- 
lina, Virginia, West Virginia and 
the District of Columbia. 

Mr. Dickson reports that he dis- 
cussed with Regional officials 
methods of administration and 
plans for Improving the service to 
employers and employees In this 
section. He said that one of the 
main topics considered during the 
Regional Conference was the prob- 
lem of the employer who has only 
a few employees; and the means 
of informing these employers as to 
requirements regarding account 
numbers, the forwarding of neces- 
sary returns and procedure in 
securing maximum benefits for 
their own employees, under the 
Act. ^ 

Mr. Dickson added that em- 
ployers can assist greatly in the 
prompt payment of Social Secur- 
ity benefits to their employees by 
advising the Social Security Board 
when employees reach the age of 
65 or when an employee dies. He 
explained that under Treasury 
Regulations, the employer files, 
with the Bureau of Internal Rev- 
enue, Form SS-3, within 15 days 
after the time an employee reaches 
age 65, or dies. If the employer will 
at the same time fill out Form 
OAC-1001 — "Employer's State- 
ment of Wages"— and send it to 
the nearest Social Security Board 
Field Office, he will expedite ac- 
tion on the employee's claim.
